OSWESTRY parents are being 
urged to use the school sum¬ 
mer holidays to improve their 
children’s fitness levels after 
an alarming report revealed 
the extent of physical inactiv¬ 
ity among the young. 

The report has revealed just 21 per 
cent of boys and 16 per cent of girls in 
the West Midlands currently meet the 
recommended level of activity 

The statistics from Public Health England 
West Midlands say almost a quarter of children 
in the region start primary school overweight or 
obese, rising to more than a third by the time 
they leave. 

Dr Lola Abudu, the health group’s director of 
health and wellbeing, said: “Being active helps 
children to build social skills, boost self-confi¬ 
dence and mental wellbeing 
and improves bone and heart 
health.” The organisation 
is backing a new children’s 
summer health programme. 
The 10 Minute Shake Ups 
programme is aimed at get¬ 
ting children more active 
throughout the holidays. 

Sports groups in Oswestry 
echoed the summer fitness 
message. Steve Charmley, 
president of Oswestry Rugby 
Club, said the club worked hard to keep chil¬ 
dren active. He said: “We have a lot of kids down 
here, around 300 are registered, but we always 
welcome more people getting involved, and al¬ 
ways encourage participation in kids’ sport. 

“Oswestry is well served I think. There is a lot 
of choice with Team Tennis, the taster days the 
golf clubs put on, and the football clubs are all 
served well. So I think the statistics reflect cities 
and national levels, rather than the youth sports 
scene around here.” 

Welsh football champions The New Saints are 
also playing a key role in keeping youngsters 
active with regular summer activity sessions 
in and around Oswestry. Gill Jones, TNS Com¬ 
munity Foundation Officer, said: “We’ve started 
this week in the town and in the surrounding 
villages and we’ve had a good uptake. 

“We’ve noticed a rise since putting on Easter 
and holiday activities, but we always want more 
and want more youngsters to come forward and 
get involved. It is particularly hard to get the 
less sporty involved, sporty kids will always be 
active. I think for children over 12, unless they 
are sporty, they are much harder to get involved, 
with school work going on and various other 
things.”

THE increase in knife crime 
across West Mercia highlights 
the need for a continuing knife 
amnesty, the man behind Shrop¬ 
shire’s Knife Angel sculpture has 
said. 

Clive Knowles said the 28 per cent 
increase in offences of the possession 
of a knife was alarming. 

“This knife culture has to be stopped,” 
he said. “Police have admitted that is it out 
of control, it is time that the government 
grasped the nettle. 

“We need to look at a holistic approach 
combining education with legislation. 

“At the moment it seems that everyone 
is at a loss to know what to do. Each knife 
that is taken out on the streets could lead to 
the death of someone’s son or daughter or 
someone’s father or mother.” Chairman of 
the British Ironwork Centre near Oswestry 
Mr Knowles had the idea to build a work of 
art from knives confiscated or surrendered 
during a nationwide amnesty. 

A Surrender a Knife, Save a Life initi¬ 
ative saw the the company provide knife 
bins to police forces across the country and 
100,000 knives were taken off the streets. 

They were used by artist Alfie Bradley to 
create a huge sculpture of a knife angel, the 
blades providing its wings glinting in the 
sun its hands outstretched in despair. 

“The Knife Angel was supposed to kick- 
start a national initiative to deal with knife 
crime, something that is a problem not just 
in the UK but across Europe,” he said. 

“We are still campaigning to see the 
sculpture on the fourth plinth in London 
but, with the artworks chosen until 2020 I 
fear we may never get that far.” 

Mr Knowles said that the British Iron¬ 
work Centre was doing what it could by 
continuing to supply knife banks. 

Figures also show reports of violent 
crime have risen by almost a fifth. 

But West Mercia Police has insisted that 
the dramatic increase in reported crime 
was “positive” as it reflects an increase in 
public confidence in police for reporting 
crimes. 


lice s new chief constable Gareth Morgan, 
who called on schools and parents to help 
the force educate young people on the dan¬ 
gers of knife crime. 

He presented the British Ironwork Cen¬ 
tre at Aston near Oswestry an award of 
special recognition for its efforts to remove 
knives from the streets. 


Last year Staffordshire Police ran a knife 
amnesty that saw around a 1,000 knives 
handed in across the county. The ironwork 
centre donated the knife bins that were 
used to collect the knives and then used the 
knives to make its spectacular Knife Angel 
sculpture. Chief Constable Morgan said: 
“People are at risk in carrying weapons, we 


can’t arrest our way out of people carrying 
knives. 

“It’s about education, families and peo¬ 
ple recognising that it is dangerous to carry 
knives in the likelihood of getting injured, 
getting arrested and/or going to court - you 
might not get a job and it might impact your 
life for a very long time. We need to get par¬ 
ticularly young people to understand that 
carrying a knife puts you at risk of being 
a victim of crime. People don’t understand 
the risk they’re putting themselves in.”. 
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Hit and run 
driver sent 
to jail for 
three years 

AN ACCOMPLISHED sportsman 
who hoped to become a professional 
rugby player has been left in a wheel¬ 
chair following a hit and run. 

Victim Ciron Davies, 21, felt he 
should have been dead after being 
catapulted into the air by a car 
being driven by a drink-driver which 
mounted a kerb. 

Defendant Shaun Hayden-Poole, 
35, of Y Gamer in Glyn Ceiriog, near 
Oswestry, was jailed for three years 
and banned from driving for five and 
a half years after he admitted causing 
serious injury by dangerous driving. 

After hitting Mr Davies and an elec¬ 
tricity pole and sign, his vehicle burst 
into flames. 

But he simply ran off - leaving his 
victim for dead, lying badly injured in 
the road on June 23. 

Hayden-Poole, believed to be under 
the influence of cocaine, also admitted 
failing to provide blood and breath 
tests, failing to stop and no insurance. 

To make matters worse he had pre¬ 
vious motoring convictions including 
three instances of drink-driving, driv¬ 
ing while disqualified, careless driving 
and failing to stop. He was on licence 
at the time after being released from 
prison. 

Judge Niclas Parry told him: “Once 
again you proved that you have an ut¬ 
terly selfish disregard for the safety of 
other road users and an utter disre¬ 
gard for motoring laws.” 

Judge Parry said after consuming 
pints in double figures, he drove late 
at night at such speed that he was 
wholly unable to control his vehicle. 

The victim’s injuries were such that 
he was transferred from Wrexham 
Maelor Hospital to the major trauma 
unit at Stoke Hospital. 

The victim was an accomplished 
sportsman whose career may now 
have been affected long term. 

Defending barrister Oliver King 
said that his client knew there was no 
alternative to custody. 

“His actions were utterly reckless 
which had devastating consequences 
for his victim,” said Mr King.

Other family members paid tributes with 
grandparents Barry and Wendy Roberts 
adding: “Ben was our first grandson. He 
truly was our shining light. 

“He brought so much joy into all around 
him. He had so much warmth and he was 
very loving and caring. He has left such a 
void on our lives.” His brother Joe added: “I 
love him so much and will never stop think¬ 
ing of him and the good times we had. The 
sky has gained a beautiful star.” 

Sisters Lydia and Millie recalled old 
memories, adding: “Growing up we were so 
close and did everything together.” 

Mr Davies was a former Beech Grove 
and Morda Primary School pupil, who had 
gone on to attend Rhyn Park Secondary 
School, and the Marches School and Tech¬ 
nology College. He embarked on a career 
as a heavy goods vehicle technician and 
had worked at West Pennine Trucks in 
Oswestry.

Suspended jail

A POLITICIAN has called for a full review of the expenses allowed for 
the role of chairman of Powys County Council. 

It comes after a row over the authority’s decision to buy a new Audi A6 for 
chairman Dai Davies. 

Plaid Cymru said the car had cost the council £37,00 and it was unacceptable to pur¬ 
chase the vehicle while the authority is under financial pressure. However, the council 

have hit back saying that after resale fol¬ 
lowing 20,000 miles, it will have cost the 
council less than £3,000. 

In light of the row Montgomeryshire As¬ 
sembly Member Russell George has called 
for all expenses associated with the role of 
chairman to come under review. 

Conservative Councillor Gwilym Wil¬ 
liams has proposed a motion to refer the 
decision to purchase the car to the coun¬ 
cil’s democratic services committee and to 
review the future role of the chairman and 
all civic duties. 

Mr George said: “The way in which 
the chairman’s car is purchased or leased 
should be subject to scrutiny and all ex¬ 
penses associated with the role should be 
fully transparent. 

“It is clearly correct that the chairman 
makes official visits and undertakes civic 
duties across the county, but it’s also ap¬ 
propriate that the role and all expenses 
that come with the role should be exam¬ 
ined so that the position commands public 
confidence.” 

Following Plaid Cymru’s claims over the 
cost of the vehicle, Council Leader Council¬ 
lor Rosemarie Harris dismissed the sugges¬ 
tion as wrong, and said the chairman has a 
physical disability which had necessitated 
the new vehicle. 

She said: “The role of chairman of Powys 
County Council requires a car to carry out 
civic duties effectively. 

“The current chairman has a physical 
disability which means he needs an auto¬ 
matic car, something that was not available 
on the previous vehicle. 

“The council investigated a number of 
financial options including annual hire, 
lease and purchase, with outright purchase 
taken up because it was the most cost-effec¬ 
tive and provided the best value for money 
for the authority.”

Patient’s transport appeal 



Nev Davies from Pant near Oswestry says 

A DIALYSIS patient has said the transport 
provided by the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
“needs sorting out”. 

Nev Davies, from Pant, near Oswestry, 
receives treatment at the Renal Unit three 
times a week but says the transport service 
is unacceptable. The 82-year-old missed an 
appointment recently and said he is some¬ 
times forced to wait hours for the bus to 
turn up. He said waiting for more than an 
hour after treatment for the pre-booked 
transport to arrive is the norm. 

Mr Davies said: “It’s not too bad in sum¬ 
mer but it’s really bad in the winter so I’m 
trying now to get it sorted out before the 
bad weather.” He added: “I can’t fault the 


patient transport needs to be sorted out 

staff at the unit, nor the drivers because 
they do look after you but we need get this 
sorted.” 

James Aker, associate director of commis¬ 
sioning at Midlands and Lancashire CSU, 
said: “We are happy to discuss this further 
with the gentleman concerned to see how 
we can support him. We have received no 
official complaint, however we have investi¬ 
gated and found that the patient’s average 
wait time for transport is 26 minutes. This 
has been confirmed through the logs that 
the provider is required to keep as part of 
the monitoring procedure. We expect our 
transport provider to pick our patients up 
within an hour.”

Last week I had to make a 
daunting appearance before the 
Welsh Assembly’s Culture, Welsh 
Language and Communications 
Committee to answer questions 
about the decline of the newspa¬ 
per industry in Wales - strange 
finding myself being quizzed by 
Neil Hamilton and his colleagues 
when the boot is normally on the 
other foot. 

It’s no secret that things have 
changed greatly in the world of 
print since I burst excitedly onto 
the scene as a budding trainee 
reported back in 1969 and it 
seemed those in power in Cardiff 
were anxious to hear my views 
on how to address the steady 
decline in local and regional 
newspaper sales and Welsh jobs. 
If I had the answer to that thorny 
topic I would be a very rich man 
indeed and would be much in 
demand by the country’s news¬ 
paper barons to help stop the 
increasing decline in revenues 
which is hitting the industry and 
seeing job losses everywhere. 
It’s not the first time I have been 
asked the question. The chair¬ 
man of a newspaper company 
where I had been employed for 
35 years demanded to know my 
solution to the problem of falling 
sales. He didn’t take kindly to my 
response that as he held another 
position as chairman of the na¬ 
tional Newspaper Society I was 
looking to him for the answer. A 
few months later the Publishing 
Director/Editor In Chief (that was 
me), was a redundancy statistic. 

Redundancy wasn’t a risk on 
this occasion but I couldn’t give 
the Welsh Government the an¬ 
swers they were looking for ei¬ 
ther. In fact no-one can because 
the emergence of new media 
options including Facebook, 
Twitter, Google and on-line hy¬ 
perlocal content will continue 
to erode the once thriving local 
newspaper industry’s profits. 

Newspapers will continue - 
of course they will. But not in 
the format we have been used 
to. Owners are being forced to 
come up with new model options 
and the Oswestry Chronicle is a 
classic example, being delivered 
to your door completely free of 
charge. All avenues of combin¬ 
ing print and on-line solutions 
are being investigated. 

The digital era is here to stay 
and who knows what the picture 
will look like in another 10 years’ 
time. 

The Welsh Government wants 
to focus on new and innovative 
models to support news journal¬ 
ism in Wales and the committee 
is focussing specifically on find¬ 
ing an effective solution. My re¬ 
sponse was “Good luck with that 
chaps - the rest of the world is 
watching with interest.”

Blessed with a diverse 
array of historic treasures 


Shropshire ranks highly in 
a new survey of museums 
provision in the country.

SHROPSHIRE is booming and 
blessed with an array of treas¬ 
ures from historic country man¬ 
sions, a Roman city ruins to 
steam railways and of course 
the World Heritage Site at the 
Ironbridge Gorge. 

This wealth of attractions puts 
the county in sixth place, ranking 
behind only Cornwall, Westminster, 
Camden, Cumbria and Wiltshire for 
the volume available. 

Doorstep destinations popular with 
tourists and residents alike include the 
Ironbridge Gorge Museums, Shropshire 
Regimental Museum and Attingham 
Park, both in Shrewsbury, and hidden 
gem Sunnycroft, a delightful Victorian 
villa, in Wellington, which has its furni¬ 
ture and fittings still intact after all these 
years. 

And of course in Oswestry there is the 
hugely popular town museum which has 
attracted thousands of visitors since if 
first opened. 

The museum is based at the Guildhall 
on the Bailey Head in Oswestry. 

The Oswestry Museum Project came 
about through the work of the Heritage 
Open Days committee which after hold¬ 
ing a successful event in 2010 looked to¬ 
wards the idea of an Oswestry Museum 
to tell the story of Oswestry whilst pro¬ 
viding a hub for information to several 
other amazing local heritage sites. 
Volunteers worked closely with

Oswestry Town Council and Shropshire 
Council Museums Service to help bring 
this about. The museum opened in the 
spring of 2012 and has proved a huge 
success. 

Other museums around Shropshire 
also prove very popular with visitors. 

Annually some 500,000 visitors a year 
hotfoot it to The Ironbridge Gorge Mu¬ 
seum Trust sites including Coalbrook- 
dale Museum of Iron that reopened to 
visitors recently and charts how the 
remarkable events of the Industrial 
Revolution changed the world forever. 

It coincided with the celebrations 
marking 50 years of the trust, which 
works on conserving the heritage of 
the gorge which is internationally rec¬ 
ognised as the birthplace of the revo¬ 
lution. Delighted bosses at Sunnycroft, 


an intimate National Trust property, 
welcomed a total of 1,532 visitors to 
the Haybridge Road site over the 2016 
Easter period. 

A new interactive Nesta map plots 
the location of over 1,300 accredited 
museums in England for the first time 
and it shows that more than half of the 
population - or 55 per cent - live within 
walking distance of one. 

The figures were published by the 
arts innovation foundation Nesta 
which created an interactive map with 
the help of Arts Council England infor¬ 
mation to study levels of accessibility 
in different council areas. The date 
revealed that that some areas benefit 
from much higher levels of access than 
others due to historical significance and 
population density. 


Nesta researcher John Davies said: 
“Museums hold our collective memory 
and our map shows that a large propor¬ 
tion of England’s population live within 
close reach of at least one. 

“With those easily able to access a mu¬ 
seum, but who do not attend, the ques¬ 
tion for the sector is how to break down 
barriers to access and engage untapped 
audiences.” 

Sites popular with tourists and resi¬ 
dents alike include the Royal Air Force 
Cosford Museum, Whitchurch Heritage 
Centre and Bridgnorth Museum. 

However, the work doesn’t end with 
Nesta’s mapping initiative. 

In Shropshire the University Centre 
Shrewsbury (UCS) is helping to keep 
the museums sector healthy with a 
postgraduate degree programme and 
those with a passion for the topic can 
study the trends and visitor behaviour 
in depth. 

Among them is Telford mother Mi¬ 
chelle Meeson-White who spends many 
hours touring the various venues and 
lists Enginuity at Ironbridge among her 
favourites. 

“I loved taking my children to Enginu¬ 
ity when they were younger. 

“There is lots of things there that kids 
can experience. They can touch things 
and see how they work. I would defi¬ 
nitely recommend it to other families as 
a fun place to visit. 

“To be honest I like all the venues in 
this area, the Ironbridge museums and 
Attingham Park,” Ms Meeson-White 
said. 

Mary Mckenzie, Shropshire Council’s 
acting museums and archives manager, 
said: “It’s great to see the number of 
museums in Shropshire recognised in 
this national survey. 

“It reflects both local authority-run 
museums, and also the strength of in¬ 
dependent museums across the county.”

Last Friday, it was a real hon¬ 
our to attend the opening of the 
new state-of-the-art theatre and 
oncology building at The Robert 
Jones and Agnes Hunt Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital by HRH Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra.

Farmers facing 
an income cut 
and cost rise 
in production 

THERE are concerns over the future of 
agricultural policy as a whole but for a 
county like Shropshire these are especially 
relevant and the danger is that the infra¬ 
structure of the county and its reliance on 
agriculture will be overshadowed by the 
catastrophic loss of revenue that dissolu¬ 
tion of the City of London’s financial activ¬ 
ity will cause. 

Approximately 75 per cent of the UK’s 
food exports go the EU and tariff walls will 
endanger this. EU subsidies are about 55 
per cent of farmers’ incomes. So farmers 
may well face a loss of export income com¬ 
bined with a doubling of production cost. 

A problem in itself, but what worries me 
is that the issue is not being fully discussed 
by the Press or government. My own opin¬ 
ion is that when savings have to be made 
agricultural subsidies will be first to go. 
It has been said before in the corridors of 
power. Come on farmers and producers, get 
going on this. How about small car window 
and bumper stickers showing support for 
Shropshire produce? A few “Buy Shrop¬ 
shire” stickers in the shops and their win¬ 
dows maybe?

Earlier work 'would have 
avoided road problems'

MAJOR roadworks which have 
caused delays for drivers would 
not have been needed had minor 
problems been sorted earlier, it 
has been claimed. 

Residents of Pant and Llanymy- 
nech, near Oswestry, face a summer of 
chaos on the main road through their 
villages, with the A483 closed between 
8pm and 6am each weekday night for 
major resurfacing. 

The roadworks, due to last until the be¬ 
ginning of September, have already caused 
problems in their first week, over running 
by two hours on Thursday last week, lead¬ 
ing to long delays. 

Chairman of the parish council, Dilys 
Gaskill, said the workers for the contrac¬ 
tor, Kier, had been very helpful with villag¬ 
ers being issued with permits which allow 
them to be escorted through the roadworks 
during the closures. 

“You might have to wait for a while but 
they will get you through,” she said. 

“But if this road had been repaired 
sooner there would not have been the need 
for such major repairs. The parish council 
has been pressing for many years for work 
on the road. 

“What we really need is a bypass, some¬ 
thing we have been pressing for for 30 
years.” 

A spokesperson for Highways England 
has apologised for the delay on Thursday 
in re-opening the road, and explained the 
reason behind the delay. 

A spokesperson said: “There was an over 
run on the roadworks overnight and that 
caused the delay in re-opening the road.”

A ST Martins couple have tak¬ 
en on yet another fundraising 
challenge in memory of their 
teenage son who died suddenly 
in 2012. 

Chris and Sue Dewhirst were 
part of the annual Heart of Lon¬ 
don Bridges walk organised by 
the charity Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY). 

Their son Matthew died un¬ 
expectedly at the age of 17 fol¬ 
lowing a fitness training session 
at Ellesmere College. The event 
passes 12 of the capital’s most 
famous landmarks - represent¬ 
ing the 12 young people who die 
each year from heart conditions. 

The family joined more than 
1,000 others walking in memory 
of loved ones. 

Since Matthew’s tragic death, 
Sue and Chris, with support 
from family, friends and the 
local community, have cam¬ 
paigned tirelessly to raise aware¬ 
ness of young sudden cardiac 
death. 

So far they have raised over 
£110,000 for the charity. 

Chief executive of the CRY 
charity, Dr Steven Cox, said the 
group was immensely grateful to 
Sue and Chris for signing up to 
the bridges walk and said many 
people from their local area sup¬ 
ported them every step of the 
way. 


Referendum 
on future of 
A&E services 
to take place 

WELSHPOOL Town Council is plan¬ 
ning to hold a referendum to ask peo¬ 
ple their views on the future of hospi¬ 
tal services. 

Around £1,000 will be spent organ¬ 
ising the poll, in which voters will say 
whether they want a single A&E unit 
to be based in Shrewsbury or Telford. 

Welshpool Town Council says it 
wants to clear up how people feel 
about the Future Fit review of ser¬ 
vices at Royal Shrewsbury and Prin¬ 
cess Royal hospitals. It could mean 
the setting up of ballot boxes at poll¬ 
ing stations. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson be¬ 
lieves it is a simpler way to see what 
the people of Welshpool want and 
thinks it will help participate to the 
Future Fit consultation. 

He said: “There have been so many 
health surveys in the last few years 
they’ve been filled in by everyone, 
even the cat and the dog. People are 
sick and tired of them and this pre¬ 
sents a much easier way for people to 
give their view. 

“We would have to wait until the 
options are released by the Future Fit 
board before putting them the vote to 
the people.” 

Future Fit is run by its own board, 
under Shropshire’s two clinical com¬ 
missioning groups, and is looking at 
the re-organisation of hospital ser¬ 
vices in Shropshire. It has been run¬ 
ning for over three years and has cost 
more than £3 million. Previously it 
recommended one A&E unit set up at 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital with 
the Princess Royal Hospital in Telford 
having its department downgraded to 
an urgent care centre. But the review 
is currently on hold after members of 
Shropshire and Telford and Wrekin 
CCGs failed to reach a decision.

Councillors give support 
to miner statue project

COUNCILLORS have shown their 
support for a miner sculpture to 
commemorate the closure of a 
colliery. 

The Ifton Colliery Project has com¬ 
missioned a bronze statue to stand in 
the St Martins Memorial Garden to 
remind residents of the village’s his¬ 
tory. 

Sue Schofield, a St Martins parish coun¬ 
cillor, and ex-miner Terry Lewis, presented 
the plans to Oswestry Town Council on 
Monday night last week. 

Councillor Schofield told members the 
statue, designed by Oswestry artist George 
Triggs, would cost £37,000 plus VAT and, 
with artist fees, is likely to total £50,000. 

The two-metre tall figure of a miner will 
commemorate the 50th anniversary of the 
mine’s closure. 

St Martins Parish Council has given 
£5,000, Weston Rhyn £500 and Gobowen 
£90 towards the cost of the project. 

“I admire the work Sue has done,” Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Schofield said. 

“But I can’t support putting any money 
towards it. I have no problem with giving a 
token donation to show our support but if 
we start giving money to other parishes it 
sets a precedent.” 

Councillors resolved to give a donation of 
around £200 as men from Oswestry worked 
at the site. To raise funds, the group is sell¬ 
ing limited edition colliery coins costing 
£25. 

Councillor Schofield raised more than 
£1,600 earlier this year by swimming 66 
lengths of a swimming pool on her 66th 
birthday. 


Sheep price Shockin at 25k guineas 



FARMER Abbie Moseley was 
hoping for a good price when her 
prize ram lamb went under the 
hammer. 

But even she was shocked 
when the animal, aptly named 
Knockin Shockin, was sold for a 
record 25,000 guineas. 

The money, £26,250, is the 
most ever paid for a pedigree 
Charollais sheep. 

It is more than double the pre¬ 
vious best of 10,800gns. 

That was paid for a Logie 
Durno ram in 2011, in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

The pre-sale champion was 
bought by Shropshire breeder 
Robert Gregory. 

He owns the Edstaston flock 
in Harmer Hill, Shrewsbury. 

Abbie, 28, farms with her fa¬ 
ther Rob at their family farm at 
Knockin, near Oswestry. 

She began to build up her 
flock of pedigree sheep when she 
bought four in October 2005, 
which has now risen to 50. 

Each year, the Charollais So¬ 
ciety allocates an initial for nam¬ 
ing the animals and last year it 
was S - hence the name of the 
record breaking ram lamb. 

“I also had Knockin Shop. 

“I like to think up comical 
names for the lambs,” the for¬ 
mer Harper Adams student ex¬ 
plained.

welsh language 
to get new push 

PLANS to increase Welsh medium ed¬ 
ucation have been set out as part of a 
target to get one million people speak¬ 
ing Welsh by 2050. 

A strategy to double the number of 
Welsh speakers in the next 30 years 
has been set by the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment. In order to hit this target, a 
plan to increase Welsh medium educa¬ 
tion by a third over the next 14 years 
has been announced. 

Currently 22 per cent of seven-year- 
olds are being taught in Welsh-me¬ 
dium schools but ministers want it to 
rise to 30 per cent at every level by 
2030. If the expansion is achieved, it 
would mark the biggest increase in 
recent years. Wales’s first minister 
has called on the entire nation to take 
ownership of the language in order to 
meet the target.

Broadband concerns 
are aired at key summit

ASSEMBLY Member Russell 
George has hosted a Montgom¬ 
eryshire Broadband Summit. 

Mr George, AM for Montgomeryshire, 
has long campaigned for improved broad¬ 
band coverage in North Powys. 

He hosted the summit at which com¬ 
munity leaders and representatives from 
across Montgomeryshire met to hear from 
the Welsh Government’s Minister for Skills 
& Science, Julie James AM, who has over¬ 
all responsibility for the Superfast Cymru 
fibre broadband scheme. 

Mrs James was followed by the BT Di¬ 
rector of the Superfast Cymru scheme, 

Ed Hunt, to address community leaders 
and answer questions about the Superfast 
Cymru scheme as well as to discuss plans 
to improve broadband coverage after the 
current scheme reaches its conclusion at 
the end of 2017. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr George 
said: “I was delighted that the Minister 
took the time to attend this important 
broadband summit which provided an 
invaluable opportunity for community 
leaders from across Montgomeryshire to 
communicate their frustrations about the 
way in which the Superfast Cymru project 
has been deployed in North Powys. 

“It remains a significant concern to me 
that many rural communities across Mont¬ 
gomeryshire appear to be excluded from 
the fibre broadband upgrade or, at the very 
least, are at the back of the queue when it 
comes to receiving superfast speeds.”

Protest is 
staged over 
closure of 
walking route 

PROTESTERS lined a popular walk¬ 
ing route near a school following pro¬ 
posals to close it due to health and 
safety concerns. 

Public support grew after Powys 
County Council announced it was 
going to close Wiggly Path, the route 
through Ardwyn Nursery and Infants 
School in Welshpool. 

It was revealed child safety con¬ 
cerns would lead to the whole school 
campus being closed to the public, 
meaning an end to a short cut that 
has been used by townspeople for 
more than 60 years. 

After objectors took to social media, 
residents answered a call from fellow 
resident Alan Crowe and turned out 
on Sunday evening to form a human 
chain along the path in a bid to keep 
it open. He said: “It was a really good 
turn out and the overall message 
was clear that people want this path 
to stay open.” Previously it was re¬ 
ported that the path will need to close 
because “issues have been raised that 
members of the public use the Ard¬ 
wyn School grounds, not only during 
out of school hours, but also during 
school hours, especially dog walkers, 
creating very real safeguarding issue, 
which was of significant concern. ” 

But the decision was met by anger 
from residents who believe the alter¬ 
native of using the Red Bank road is 
far too dangerous. 

County Councillor Graham Breeze 
met the protesters and said he was 
asking council officers to examine 
ways of keeping the path open while 
at the same time improving safety is¬ 
sues for pupils.

The first Garden 
of Remembrance was built in 1969 
and provided 800 places.

Teenagers in Wales could 
get vote from age 16

SIXTEEN and 17-year-olds in 
Wales are set to get the vote - 
and will be able to make their 
choice electronically under a 
proposed shake-up of local elec¬ 
tions. 

Swimming pools, supermarkets and 
train stations in Mid Wales could be¬ 
come alternative polling stations in 
an attempt to modernise voting and 
attract younger people. 

Mayor of Welshpool Steve Kaye, said: 
“There are certain things that we need to 
get the views of young people on anyway - 
this is why we have a youth council. They 
give us very, very well balanced opinions so 
I think it’s only fair that 16 and 17-year- 
olds get to vote on their future.” 

Councillor Graham Breeze, who repre¬ 
sents Welshpool on Powys County Council, 
said while he supports the idea, it is likely 
to cause controversy. 

“I think it’s a brilliant idea,” he said. 

“I’m fully in support of it because today 
youngsters have a far greater understand¬ 
ing of the political scene than I did when I 
was that age. 

“They deserve to have a say but I know 
this has been discussed before and not 
everyone is in favour of it.” 

In 2014 more than 100,000 Scottish teen¬ 
agers voted in the independence referen¬ 
dum after the vote was extended to 16 and 
17-year-olds. 

Jess Blair, director of the Electoral Re¬ 
form Society Cymru, said: “The time is 
right to have this conversation on how we 
do things differently when it comes to vot¬ 
ing and engaging people around politics.” 


Silver bodkin is declared as treasure

A MEDIEVAL silver bodkin 
found in a field in Shropshire, 
one of only two of its kind found 
in the UK, has been declared 
treasure trove by the British 
Museum. 

Chris Langston from Oswestry 
made the discovery while metal 
detecting on agricultural land. 

It is his latest find and has 
spurred him into launching a 
new business, specialising in 
metal detecting holidays in the 
area. 

The silver bodkin needle, also 
worn as a hair pin, is believed 
to date back to the 16th to 17th 
century. 

It is unhallmarked, with mak¬ 
ers mark IB, and has engraved 
initials by the owner S.V. “It is 
an unusual bodkin as it is double 
ended,” he said. 

The Shropshire coroner is 
waiting to hear if the British 
Museum is keen enough to have 
the bodkin to insist on an in¬ 
quest to see who it should go to. 

Mr Langston added: “If the 
museum does not want it, it is 
still treasure trove but will be 
disclaimed and returned to my¬ 
self. 

“If that happens I will be re¬ 
turning it to the owners as they 
have a costume maker in the 
family and I think that would be 
appropriate.” 


Inquest is 
told man 
was found 
dead in bed 

A POPULAR binman died in bed af¬ 
ter watching a game of football. 

Mark Peter Woodliff, 38, had been 
drinking and had also taken sleeping 
pills on the evening he died, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

He was found collapsed on his bed 
by his parents at the family home in 
Hawthorne Grove in Oswestry on 
January 27. 

At an inquest in Shrewsbury, Cor¬ 
oner for Shropshire, John Ellery, 
recorded a verdict of death by misad¬ 
venture. 

In a letter to the coroner, his par¬ 
ents, Diane and Graham, said their 
son had been a very popular person 
both as a child and adult and he had 
enjoyed his job as a binman in the 
town. 

“He really enjoyed his job. He liked 
being out in the fresh air and he knew 
a lot of people in the town,” the letter 
said. 

There was standing room only at 
his funeral, they said. 

On the night he died their son said 
goodnight to them at about 8.30pm 
saying he was going upstairs to watch 
the football. 

When Mr Woodliff went to bed he 
looked in on his son and found him 
collapsed on the bed. 

He and Mrs Woodliff tried to re¬ 
suscitate him, giving him CPR and 
said the paramedics arrived within 10 
minutes. 

The coroner said that Mr Woodliff 
had not been prescribed the medica¬ 
tion he had taken. 

He said that the medical cause of 
death was zopiclone and alcohol tox¬ 
icity. 

After he died, his father Graham 
said in a tribute to his son he was the 
“life and soul of the party”.

Robert Anthony Kiedis, 39, of Eng¬ 
lish Walls, Oswestry, admitted steal¬ 
ing £4,200 belonging to Adam Price, 
and on Tuesday last week at Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates Court he was made 
subject to a community order. 

Kiedis was charged with, between 
February 12, 2016 and January 23, 
2017, stealing the money from Mr 
Price at a property in Llansantffraid. 

Magistrates imposed a community 
order and 150 hours unpaid work. 

He will pay back £794 compensa¬ 
tion, £85 costs and an £85 victim sur¬ 
charge. 


New study says A458 road sees 
largest rise in holiday traffic

A BUSY stretch of the A458 
between Welshpool and 
Shrewsbury has been named 
as the worst-hit by summer 
traffic. 

Figures released by government 
reveal the top 20 A roads with the 
biggest percentage rises in traffic 
volumes during the summer holi¬ 
day period. 

Transport minister Jesse Norman 
said a 12-mile stretch of the A458 
between Shrewsbury and Welshpool, 
heading towards Snowdonia, sees 23 
per cent more vehicles between July 
and September - more than any other 
A road. 

Steve Gooding, director of motoring 
research charity the RAC Foundation, 
said: “These routes will be known to 
millions of drivers who use them 
annually to get to the seaside or the 
countryside. 

“But we sometimes forget that they 
are also key roads for local motorists 
who are going about their daily busi¬ 
ness rather than setting off on holi¬ 
day. For visitors and residents alike, 
there is nothing worse than being 
stuck in traffic when they’d rather be 
anywhere but. 

“We hope that many of these routes 
will feature in the Government’s fu¬ 
ture investment programme so that 
whatever the purpose of people’s 
journey, the answer to the backseat 
question ‘are we there yet?’ will be 
‘very nearly’.” 

The figures were published by Mr 
Norman in a written response to a 
parliamentary question. 

The owner of Bank Farm caravan 


park on the A458 says the road is det¬ 
rimental to his business. 

Businessman David Corfield said: 
“This road is busy in summer and 
winter so I’m glad someone had finally 
realised just how busy it is. 

“Our caravan park is right on the 


road but the amount of traffic on it is 
detrimental to our business. 

“And ninety-nine per cent of the 
cars are just passing by on their way 
to the coast. I spend half of my life 
trying to cross the road and it’s dan¬ 
gerous.” 


A 117-mile section of the A30, which 
runs south-west from London to Corn¬ 
wall, saw the second-largest increase 
in vehicles at 19 per cent. 

This was followed by Kent’s 14.5- 
mile A2070, used by motorists to 
reach Camber Sands. 


Councillors 
calling for 
clarity over 
homes plan 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build 
near the home of a famous war poet 
has caused confusion among council¬ 
lors. 

Oswestry Town Council was asked 
to comment on the plans earmarked 
for the land near Greenpastures, 
Weston Lane at a planning meeting 
on Monday night last week. 

It has received a backlash from the 
public who claim the work would have 
an impact on neighbouring Plas Wil- 
mot. 

Plas Wilmot is the birthplace of sol¬ 
dier and war poet Wilfred Owen. 

However, it is uncertain how many 
homes the developer, Sheena Beach, 
intends to build. 

The application to Shropshire 
Council is for two three-bedroomed 
homes. 

But some Oswestry Town Council¬ 
lors have been told just one home will 
be built. 

The owner of Plas Wilmot, Gary 
Jones, and resident of Weston Lane, 
Helen Tudor, asked the town council 
to formally object to the plans at the 
meeting last week. 

She said: “It is important to protect 
Plas Wilmot and the Wilfred Owen 
link for future generations and if this 
application is allowed it will just open 
the floodgates for more planning.” 

Councillors agreed to object to the 
plans after the number of homes has 
been confirmed. 

Owen was born at Plas Wilmot in 
Oswestry in 1893, although his family 
moved to Birkenhead four years later, 
before returning to Shropshire later 
in his life.

croupcome|pharmacist first scheme failing because 

measures soon patients are unaware of it, claims expert 


THE organisation responsible for health¬ 
care in Shropshire is set to come out of 
special measures. 

Shropshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group was placed in special measures in 
November 2015 so it could receive help 
from external experts to tackle its grow¬ 
ing deficit. 

The group was then put under formal 
“directions” last year by NHS England. 

Since then NHS England has been work¬ 
ing with Shropshire CCG to strengthen its 
governance and leadership, and to address 
its financial deficit. In 2015/16 the trust 
ended the year with an in-year deficit of 
£14.75 million and carried forward a re¬ 
current deficit of £20.2 million. 

The trust ended this financial year with 
a total debt of £33 million. 

At a meeting of the group in Shrews¬ 
bury, Julian Povey, chairman of Shrop¬ 
shire CCG, said the group was now 
‘stabilising’ after a turbulent year. 

He said: “We have been recommended 
by NHS England to come out of special 
measures due to our executive team being 
complete and also our new financial plan. 

“We should be out of special measures 
by the end of this year as the team will be 
meeting again to discuss us in October.” 

£60,000 will 
goto training 

SHROPSHIRE’S maternity services have 
been awarded almost £60,000 to deliver 
training to improve safety. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust (SaTH), which runs the ser¬ 
vice, was awarded £59,882 from Health 
Education England’s Maternity Safety 
Training Fund. 

The money will be used to provide 
safety training for midwives. A report last 
month stated stillbirth and infant deaths 
were still too high at SaTH. 

It also found patient safety had dramat¬ 
ically improved but there was more work 
to be done. 

Nationally, more than £8 million has 
been distributed to 136 NHS trusts, in¬ 
cluding all 134 acute trusts with mater¬ 
nity units. 

Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery at 
SaTH, said: “We’re delighted to have re¬ 
ceived such a generous proportion of this 
safety training fund.” 

“This will allow us to deliver more 
training that will focus on patient safety, 
team working and communication,” the 
health boss said. 

Trust recruiting 
for full service 

THE trust which controls Shropshire’s 
two main hospitals is recruiting for an 
ophthalmology consultant so it can offer 
a full service to patients again. 

A paediatric ophthalmology locum re¬ 
cently left the Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust which means it is un¬ 
able to provide a surgical service for all pa¬ 
tients who require ocular plastic surgery. 

Oculoplastics surgery includes a wide 
variety of surgical procedures. A small 
number of patients who were on the 
waiting list when the locum paediatric 
consultant left have been contacted and 
transferred to Alder Hey Children’s Hos¬ 
pital for surgery. Debbie Kadum, chief op¬ 
erating officer at SaTH, said: “The locum 
ophthalmology consultant left the trust in 
June and we are currently advertising for 
a replacement locum. We will also be ad¬ 
vertising for a full-time replacement in the 
coming weeks.”

THE first vaccination shown to protect 
against the sexually transmitted infection 
gonorrhoea has been developed by scien¬ 
tists. 

The medical breakthrough comes at a 
time of increased concern over the preva¬ 
lence of the condition. 



There’s calls for more to use pharmacies 


A SCHEME to get people to use the pharmacy 
as the first point of call is failing in Shropshire 
compared to other counties, an expert has 
said. 

Lorraine Anderson has worked as a locum 
pharmacist in Shropshire, Cheshire and 
Powys, before starting a permanent role at 
Lunts Pharmacy in Drovers’ House, Craven 
Arms, three months ago. 

And she said the Think Pharmacy First 
scheme, which encourages people to use the 
pharmacy first instead of their GP, needs to 
be highlighted more to patients in Shropshire. 

“The scheme is much better advertised 
and facilitated elsewhere, mainly in Cheshire 
where it works very well,” Lorraine said.

“In Shropshire I have found it is not as well 
promoted and therefore people don’t tend to 
know about it and seem surprised when I men¬ 
tion it. 

“It would help if there was more awareness 
of this scheme in order to reduce pressure on 
GP surgeries because I worry that at the mo¬ 
ment people are making appointments with 
their GP for ailments that could be dealt with 
in the pharmacy simply because they aren’t 
aware.” 

The NHS scheme, updated last year, aims to 
ensure patients can access self care advice and 


where appropriate can be supplied with over 
the counter medicines. The scheme is aimed 
at any many common ailments such as acute 
conjunctivitis, bites, stings and allergies, con¬ 
stipation or diarrhoea, earache, sore throat, 
athlete’s foot, threadworm, haemorrhoids and 
warts and verrucas. It can also apply to young 
children and conditions such as teething. 

“The NHS is of course under great pres¬ 
sure,” Lorraine added. 

“This scheme is offered as a quicker alter¬ 
native for patients to access healthcare rather 
than via a GP or out of hours provider. But 
this scheme can also really benefit the front¬ 
line pressure on GPs if promoted and used 
more effectively.”

Award scheme recognises team’s work

OBESITY in Shropshire is becom¬ 
ing a growing burden, health boss¬ 
es have said. 

Officials from Shropshire Clinical 
Commissioning group say obesity levels 
in Shropshire are similar to the national 
average of just under a quarter of adults 
- about 24 per cent. 

A report discussed at a Shropshire CCG 
meeting held in Shrewsbury states, as a health 
problem, it is not spread equally throughout 
the population and inequalities exist. 

The report says: “As there is an ageing pop¬ 
ulation in Shropshire, obesity is likely to in¬ 
crease in line with this. 

“Given that Shropshire is a relatively afflu¬ 
ent county with fewer disadvantaged areas, 
the fact that there are similar levels of obesity 
to the national average is a matter of concern. 
We have been working with colleagues from 
public health and Shropshire Council to try to 
address the obesity challenge. 

“Cardiovascular disease (CVD) is the most 
common cause of death in Shropshire, ac¬ 
counting for around 35 per cent of all deaths 
annually. 

“Many premature deaths from CVD are 
preventable as they are caused by lifestyle 
risk factors, such as smoking and poor diet. 
Although Shropshire’s rates of CVD are signif¬ 
icantly lower than the national figures, males 
are significantly more likely to die prematurely 
from CVD than females. 

“Evidence tells us that males who reside in 
the most deprived areas in Shropshire are sig¬ 
nificantly more likely to die prematurely than 
males in the less deprived areas. For females, 
there is no comparative difference in the same 
statistics.” The report also says the five most 
deprived areas in Shropshire are inHarlescott, 
Meole Brace, Monkmoor, Battlefield and 
Heathgates - all in Shrewsbury. 

Other deprived areas include the Castle, 
Gobowen, Gatacre and Cambrian in Oswestry; 
Market Drayton East and Whitchurch North 
in north Shropshire; and Ludlow Henley, 
Stokesay, and Bridgnorth and Highley in 
south Shropshire. 

Bosses said future population growth and 
ageing will result in increased numbers of peo¬ 
ple with long-term conditions and non-commu¬ 
nicable disease.This will lead to rising demand 
for health and social care services. 


THE neuromuscular team at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital was shortlisted for a pres¬ 
tigious award for the standard of work it has 
undertaken as part of a pioneering national 
project. 

The team - which treats children and adults 
with Muscular Dystrophy and other neuro¬ 
muscular conditions - was shortlisted for the 
Genomics and Precision Medicine Award at 
the West Midlands Academic Health Science 
Network (WMAHSN)’s second annual Cele¬ 
bration of Innovation awards. 

The awards were established to recognise 
and celebrate the work of individuals and or¬ 


ganisations in developing better healthcare 
and increasing wealth for local people, and the 
ceremony provided an opportunity to cham¬ 
pion the achievements from across the West 
Midlands. 

More than 100 entries were submitted 
across the 12 categories, which were assessed 
by a panel of experts to choose the eventual 
winner. 

The team at the Gobowen-based hospital 
was shortlisted as part of its work for the 
100,000 Genomes Project - a Government 
funded programme using genetics to help 
improve knowledge and treatment of rare 


diseases. The team missed out on the top 
award but Dr Tracey Willis, consultant pae¬ 
diatric neurologist at the hospital, said: “We 
put ourselves forward for this award after one 
of the promoters of the project came along to 
our first clinic to see how it was run, and he 
said he was impressed by how we integrated 
it into our own clinic here, and that he would 
like to see other centres work with our kind 
of set-up.” 

Dr Christopher Parker, managing director 
of the WMAHSN, said the hospital’s entry 
showed an astonishing breadth of scope and 
an approach that is truly innovative. 


Meeting told closure of units is temporary measure 


HEALTH bosses have reaffirmed that closure 
of rural maternity units across Shropshire 
will only be temporary. 

Senior leaders from Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital’s NHS Trust said they had a produc¬ 
tive meeting with North Shropshire MP Owen 
Paterson over the situation. 

Last month the board of Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust agreed to tempo¬ 
rarily suspend services at Midwife Led Units 
(MLUs) in Bridgnorth, Ludlow and Oswestry 
for between three and six months. 


The maternity service has faced a combi¬ 
nation of short-term and long-term sickness 
in recent months, as well as a significant fall 
in the number of midwives prepared to work 
overtime or temporary bank shifts to cover for 
colleagues at times of sickness. 

The future of MLUs was one of the key 
topics discussed at Mr Paterson’s bi-monthly 
Oswestry Health Group meeting, which was 
attended by head of midwifery Sarah Jamie¬ 
son together with Jo Banks, women and chil¬ 
dren’s care group director, and Julia Clarke, 


director of corporate governance. Ms Clarke 
said: “We had a very productive meeting 
in which we reaffirmed our support for our 
MLUs and emphasised that the suspension of 
services at Bridgnorth, Ludlow and Oswestry 
is temporary. 

“We also emphasised that the temporary 
suspension of services at our MLUs will not 
pre-empt the outcome of the midwife-led unit 
review that our clinical commissioners are 
carrying out.” During the meeting, concerns 
were raised that some of the beds in the MLUs 


had been removed and were being redeployed 
around the trust, sparking fears that this 
meant the MLUs would not reopen. 

SaTH says it made it clear that beds were 
often redeployed around the trust when it is 
busy. As the beds are not being used for inpa¬ 
tients at the MLUs for at least three months 
it means that they are being used for other 
patients elsewhere in the trust. 

However, they can be returned at very short 
notice and their removal does not mean that 
the MLUs will remain closed.

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House sales dip 
but experts are 
still optimistic 

Residential property sales in the UK fell by 3.3 
per cent between April and May 2017 but they 
were 13.4 per cent higher compared with the 
same month last year, the latest official figures 
show. 

But the data report from HMRC points out that 
direct comparisons of residential transactions 
between May 2017 and May 2016 should be 
avoided due to the lower than usual level of 
transactions in May 2016 associated with the 
introduction of the higher tax rates on additional 
properties in April 2016. 

“The large increase in transactions for March 
2016 followed by the substantial reduction in April 
is likely to be associated with the introduction 
of the higher rates on additional properties,” the 
report says. 

It also explains that non-tax factors may have 
played a role as well, for example the Bank of 
England’s plans to curb buy to let mortgages 
resulting in a rush to purchase before April 2016, 
and the European Union Referendum. 

The seasonally adjusted estimate of the 
number of non-residential property transactions 
increased by 1.5 per cent between April 2017 and 
May 2017, some 4.6 per cent higher compared 
with the same month last year. 

According to Stephen Wasserman, managing 
director at West One Loans, it is confirmation of 
the cooling in the market at present but despite 
a period of gradual decline, he is cautiously 
optimistic that sales will pick up again in the 
coming months. 

“The market has shown itself to be incredibly 
resilient, but, during this time of prolonged 
economic uncertainty, it is important that 
borrowers are aware of the variety of financing 
options available to them. We have seen a 
fivefold increase in bridging loans since 2011 as 
borrowers make the most of the flexibility and 
speed this type of financing offers,” he said. 

But Ishaan Malhi, chief executive officer of 
online mortgage broker Trussle, is not so sure. 

“It seems as though many took the wait-and-see 
approach to buying or selling a home in the lead- 
up to the general election, preferring to know the 
lay of the land before making such an important 
financial decision,” he said. 

“With the vote turning out the way that it did, 
home owners are unlikely to be jumping into 
action until we at least have a little more clarity on 
the shape of the Government. Because of this, 
it’s possible the downward trend in transactions 
could continue into June,” he pointed out. 

“Home owners may also be weighing the recent 
fall in house prices into their decision to sell, 
but with the spike in inflation we’re witnessing, it 
looks as though interest rates could rise at some 
time soon,” he added. 

But Richard Sexton, director of chartered 
surveyors e.surv, does not think it is a dramatic 
fall. “Despite the recent election, property 
transactions have not cooled off drastically and 
confidence in the market still remains,” he said. 

However, he warned that an attractive mortgage 
market with low interest rates does not answer 
the fundamental issue which is stopping so 
many get onto the housing ladder. “In order to 
open up the market, affordable and accessible 
housing needs to be built to address the housing 
shortage,” he added. 


Government pressing ahead 
with pledge on letting fees 


Several policies set out in the UK 
Government’s Housing White Paper 
earlier this year have been confirmed 
at the opening of the new Parliament in 
London, including a ban on letting fees. 


The Queen’s Speech said that there will 
be a new Housing Bill which will aim to 
promote fairness and transparency in the 
market and allow for the building of more 
new homes. 

The ban on letting agent fees will go 
ahead in the next Parliamentary Session 
which will cover the next two years with 
the 2018 Queen’s Speech being cancelled 
to allow the Government to concentrate 
on Brexit. The speech said that the 
Government hopes that by increasing 
competition in the private rental sector 
it will result in lower overall costs and a 
higher quality of service for renters. 

The new law will ban landlords and 
agents from requiring tenants to pay letting 
fees as a condition of their tenancy. It will 
also include ways for tenants to recover 
unlawfully charged fees. Letting fees are 
already banned in Scotland. 

Complained 

The average amount paid in fees is 
currently £223, according to Government 
figures and the chancellor, Philip 
Hammond, previously said that 4.3m 
households pay such fees every year. 
However, housing charity Shelter research 
suggests that one in seven renters pays 
more than £500 and tenants in London 
have complained about fees of up to 
£2,000. 

David Cox, chief executive of the 
Association of Residential Letting Agents, 
said he is concerned that the ban on letting 
fees will be rushed through without taking 
sufficient notice of the consultation. 

“It’s unlikely the Government had enough 
time to analyse all of the responses from 
the consultation, as it only closed on June 
2. It appears they had already made their 
decision and therefore the consultation 
was no more than a tick box exercise 
and they haven’t appropriately taken the 


industry’s views into account,” he said. 

“A ban on letting agent fees will cost the 
sector jobs, make buy to let investment 
even less attractive, and ultimately result in 
the costs being passed on to tenants,” he 
added. 

Cox also pointed out that research 
conducted by Capital Economics for ARLA 
earlier this year found that referencing 
checks undertaken by agents take, on 
average, eight hours to complete. “It is 
therefore right and proportionate that the 
industry is recompensed for this work, 
which benefits tenants,” Cox said. 

The research also showed that letting 
agents stand to lose around £200 million 
in turnover, potentially costing the sector 
4,000 jobs. Landlords themselves could 
lose £300 million, meaning they may seek 
to cover their losses by increasing rents to 
tenants. 


“On average, rent costs will go up by 
£103 per tenant, per year, ultimately 
meaning tenants who move more 
frequently will reap savings on their overall 
costs but longer term tenants, who are 
usually lower income families, will see a 
loss as their rents rise year-on-year. The 
ban contradicts the Government’s stated 
aim to encourage longer term tenancies, 
as tenants who stay in their homes for the 
long term will end up shouldering the costs 
of those who move more frequently,” he 
added, 

Lucy Morton, head of residential at JLL, 
pointed out that charges made by letting 
agents to tenants at the commencement 
of their tenancies should have been levied 
only to cover reasonable administration 
and referencing costs. 

“However this has been abused by some 
agents who have been overcharging for 
their gain and to the detriment of tenants so 


the Government has now acted and will be 
banning letting agents from making these 
charges,” she said. 

“Reasonable charges including 
referencing costs may now be charged to 
landlords which in turn may then be added 
to the annual rent. It is essential that agents 
do not cut corners and fail to carry out 
stringent referencing checks,” she added. 

A Bill to continue the progress of the High 
Speed Two rail line between Birmingham 
and Manchester will also be brought 
forward. This gives some certainty to 
home owners along the route who may 
be entitled to compensation and/or have 
their homes purchased at the going rate. 
With Brexit taking front of stage, reaction 
from the property industry was muted and 
will now create concerns that housing, 
instead of being a major part of the next 
Parliament, will again be pushed down the 
political agenda. 



Lack of confidence sees buy to let lending figures fall 


Home lending in the UK increased month-on-month 
and year-on-year in May, however expectations 
for this year and 2018 in the buy to let sector have 
been revised down due to burdens on the housing 
market. 

Overall, the Council of Mortgage Lenders estimates 
that gross mortgage lending reached £20.1 billion in 
May, up 12 per cent increase on both April and on May 
last year, driven by remortgaging and first-time buyers. 

But the CML’s buy to let forecast for 2017 and 2018 
has been revised down from previous expectations 
at the end of last year, reflecting tax and prudential 
burdens in the housing and mortgage markets. 

The CML now expects buy to let lending of £35 
billion in 2017 and £33 billion in 2018, a decrease from 
£38 billion in each year, forecast in December last 
year. 

“Remortgage activity and first-time buyers continue 
to drive lending this year. Looking ahead, we expect 
to see this trend continue, but not as strongly, as 
the factors supporting lending are blunted by less 
favourable economic conditions,” said CML director 
general Paul Smee. 

“Buy to let had a weak start to 2017 and the sector’s 
contribution to overall net mortgage lending has fallen 
considerably over the last year. While falling mortgage 
interest rates have helped support borrowing, tax and 
prudential measures are exerting pressure on the buy 
to let market,” he explained. 

“Following the distortion of the stamp duty change 
on second properties last year, we expected a slight 



recovery in lending levels. However, this has not 
materialised, and we therefore have lowered our 
forecast for buy to let lending this year and next. This 
re-emphasises the case for avoiding further changes 
to the tax and regulatory framework until the effect of 
these already in train have been properly assessed,” 
he added. 

Landlords, especially amateur landlords with just 
one or a small number of properties, have had their 
confidence hit extremely hard by the new tax and 
prudential lending regime, according to Alastair 
McKee, managing director of independent mortgage 
broker One 77 Mortgages. 

“The downward revision in the buy to let forecasts 
reflects the sharp deterioration in confidence among 
everyday landlords. At the more professional, portfolio 
end of the buy to let market, the new tax rules and 


lending regulations have had less of an impact and 
investors are responding proactively in order to 
maintain a margin,” he added. 

Jeremy Duncombe, director of the Legal & General 
Mortgage Club, believes that a rise in mortgage 
lending is largely a result of borrowers having to 
borrow more to get on the increasingly expensive 
property ladder, not necessarily a symbol of more 
people getting mortgages. 

“However, in the current low interest rate 
environment borrowing continues to remain attractive 
to many, particularly to first time buyers who help 
keep the market buoyant. There are currently a lot of 
products available on the market,” he added. 

According to Jeff Knight, marketing director of 
Foundation Home Loans, the mortgage market is 
clearly able to withstand more than a few knocks. 
“Record low mortgage rates have matched on-going 
incentives for first time buyers, boosting confidence 
for those looking to get a foot on the housing ladder,” 
he said. 

“That said, the uncertainty off the back of the 
election may delay a more immediate solution to 
the ongoing supply and demand imbalance, and 
appetite of those seeking mortgage approvals will be 
dampened with less quality property to choose from,” 
he pointed out. 

“While we wait to see what further policies will be 
introduced, or axed, as may be the case with Help to 
Buy, we need to ensure that the buy to let market is 
robust enough to best serve those saving up for that 
first deposit in the meantime,” he added.

Eye-catching

You won’t find it easy to hide 
away in the Citroen C3 - quite 
the opposite in fact. So unless 
you are prepared to stand out 
from the crowd look away now. 

Because the C3 has been 
given an adventurous makeover, 
ensuring the third-generation 
model has a real chance in 
winning customers from Mini and 
Ford Fiesta thanks to Cactus- 
influenced styling, body side 
protectors, wheel arch extensions 
and a contrasting coloured roof. 

It’s certainly not everyone’s cup 
of tea but there is no hiding from 
the fact that the facelift should 
prove a sales boost. In fact Citroen 
might even create a fan base 
similar to the following received by 
the iconic 2CV - though there’s no 
roll back roof this time. 

On test was the C3 Flair 
Pure Tech 110 with a 1199cc 
turbocharged in-line, three- 
cylinder engine, which would 
set you back £16,285. Adding a 
different coloured roof means 
an extra £260 and blind spot 
monitoring, Citroen Connect Nav 
7inch touchscreen, keyless entry, 
and attractive 17inch alloys added 
another £1,300. 

If the test car isn’t the model you 
are looking for the range includes 
67bhp and UObhp petrol engines, 
and 1.6 litre diesels in either 
74bhp or 99bhp formats, all with 
a choice of five-speed manual, 



There’s a contrasting roof 

five-speed semi-automatic or six- 
speed torque converter automatic 
gearboxes. 

Inside the cabin is a unique 
place to be - frankly there’s no 
comparison with the central 
seven-inch touchscreen 
dominating the fascia and housing 
an infotainment system, ventilation 
and system controls. Citroen has 
kept the analogue speedometer 
and rev counter. 

The front seats are firm but 
comfortable and there’s enough 
steering column adjustment to 
keep even a six-footer happy. 

C3 doesn’t compare well to the 
opposition when it comes to rear 
seat space, though boot room is 
impressive, if not good enough for 
the golf clubs. 

You would expect the C3 to be 
an easy car to drive and it’s just 
that, with light steering making 
town driving, and particularly 
parking, a joy rather than a 
chore. There’s a bit of body roll 
when cornering and the Citroen 
certainly doesn’t match the Mini 


when it comes to charging around 
tight country bends. 

There’s something really sweet 
about the three-cylinder engine 
when you press the accelerator, 
though the unit does sound a bit 
uncomfortable at idle. 

You won’t be disappointed 
with atop speed of 117mph and 
0-62mph in 9.3 seconds, along 
with combined fuel figures of 
61mpg and C02 emission figures 
of just 103g/km. 


Standard features include tyre 
pressure monitor, gear efficiency 
indicator, lane departure warning, 
speed limit recognition, remote 
central locking deadlocks and 
immobiliser, rear parking sensors, 
reversing camera, cruise control, 
power steering, all-round electric 
windows, leather steering wheel 
and gear knob. 

Citroen has paid plenty of 
attention to the safety of this car 
too. There’s ABS, EBD, EBA and 


ESC braking support, hill start 
function, all-round airbags, seat 
belt warning and electric child 
locks. 

The problem for Citroen bosses 
is that the competition in this 
sector is as tough as Premier 
League football and promotion to 
the “big league” is going to prove 
a difficult task. Despite the C3 
being an eye-catching alternative, 
pinching sales from Mini and Ford 
won’t be easy.

Kia’s Rio now has a new special Limited Edition model 


The new Kia Rio, launched just a 
few months ago, is now setting 
Pulses racing faster with the 
introduction of a special Limited 
Edition model. 

The Rio Pulse enters the line-up 
between the mid-grade 2 and high- 
grade 3 versions and costs £14,595 
on the road. The price includes either 
Clear White or Midnight Black paint 
as standard, this is an extra-charge 
on other models in the Rio range, 
but applied for no additional cost on 
Pulse. 

The Rio Pulse is easily distinguished 
by a red roof and red front vents, 
mirror caps and side skirt trims. A 
similar theme is extended to the 
interior, where there is black and red 
faux leather upholstery and red faux 
leather door inserts. The fascia trim is 
finished in red metallic paint. 

There are 17-inch alloy wheels 
with 205/45 R17 tyres, a black 
radiator grille with chrome surround 
and privacy glass on the rear side 
windows and tailgate. Inside, the 
sporty leather-trimmed steering wheel 
and gearshifter are complemented by 
stainless steel pedals. 

In-car entertainment and 
connectivity is taken care of by a six- 
speaker audio system and a five-inch 
colour touchscreen linked to a DAB 
radio with RDS messaging. There 
is Bluetooth with music streaming, 
front and rear USB charging points, 
a reversing camera with dynamic 
guidelines, rear parking sensors and a 
3.5-inch cluster display. 

Active safety provisions include 
Electronic Stability Control, Vehicle 
Stability Management, Cornering 


Brake Control, Straight-Line Stability 
and Hill Start Assist. 

The Rio Pulse is powered by the 
four-cylinder, 16-valve, 1.25-litre 
version of Kia’s Gamma multi-point 
injection petrol engine, developing 
83bhp at 6,000rpm and 121 Nm 
of torque peaking at4,000rpm. 

It features continuously variable 
valve timing (CVVT) to give a good 
combination of mid-range driveability 
and top-end performance, and drives 
through a five-speed manual gearbox. 

ISG, Kia’s engine stop/start system, 
is standard. This shuts down the 
engine when the gearbox is in neutral 


with the driver’s foot off the clutch, 
and restarts it as soon as the clutch 
is pressed. As a result no fuel is used 
and no emissions are created when 
the car is stationary in traffic. The Rio 
Pulse is capable of up to 58.8mpg 
(combined), with C02 emissions 
109g/km.
